French Airliner 
Shot Up By Reds

BERLIN— (ZP) —Two Russian 
jet fighters attacked an Air France 
commercial airliner with cannon 
and machinegun fire in the Allied 
air corridor over the Soviet zone 
today. Two German 
passengers 
were wounded and two crew mem­ 
bers nicked by bullets. 
The airliner, enroute to Berlin 
with ll passengers and six crew­ 
men aboard, ducked behind cloud 
cover after the fighters made four 
passes. It reached Berlin’s Tem- 
plehof airdrome safely half an haur 
after the attack. 
The fuselage was riddled, but 
fortunately none of the shots hit 
a vital part of the plane. None of 
the passengers or crewmen was 
an American. 
The Allied high cpmmission at 
Bonn sent a stern protest to the 
Soviet control commission imme­ 
diately. 
Commercial flights between Ber­ 
lin and Western Germany were 
cancelled temporarily by Allied 
officials, but the embargo was lift­ 
ed gradually a few hours later. 
Air France’s four-engined Doug­ 
las plane arrived 
at 
Templehof 
from Frankfurt with five cannon 
holes the size of a fist in the fuse­ 
lage and wings. Inspecting crews 
said they counted 20 to 25 holes 
in the plane altogether. A first re­ 
port by U. S. Air officers that 
there were 89 bullet holes was 
discounted later as exaggerated.

Baldridge argued before Judge 
Pine that Truman had acted pro­ 
perly to protect the public welfare 
under “inherent powers” held by 
the chief executive.

constitution limits the 
legislative and judicial branches, 
but not the executive authority. 
This argument drew a storm of 
protests from steel company law ­

The dram atic story of 
a 
Rus­ 
sian girl who fled in 
fear 
from 
Communist te rro r to find security 
in America was told yesterday by 
Mrs. Carl Jeske of Peshtigo, Wis., 
to the Escanaba Rotary Club. 
Simply and forcefully Mrs. Je s­ 
ke told of conditions 
in 
Russia, 
the banishing of 
her 
father 
to 
Siberia, and her determ ination to 
find a new life beyond the reach 
of Communist oppression. 
Born in the W hite Russia area 
of Ukraine, she and her m other 
made their w ay to Germany after 
World War II, then fled through 
Czechoslovakia to freedom. 
American Freedom 
In Germ any she met Carl Jeske, 
member of the U. S. M ilitary Po­ 
lice, and they m arried after her 
arrival in this 
country 
in 
1947. 
Two years later her mother was 
admitted to this country and both 
are now citizens. 
Today, against the 
background 
of memories w ithout 
fear, 
Mrs. 
Jeske lives on a farm near Peshti­ 
go. Her husband is superintendent 
of cheese p lant at Harmony Cor­ 
ners. 
“Here I am very happy. I have 
found security. I have solid ground 
under my feet,” Mrs. Jeske said. 
“Some people here do not 
ap­ 
preciate w hat they have, but com­ 
plain if prices go up or if prices 
go down. These are small things. 
“America m ust fight Commun­ 
ism, fight it hard and strong or it 
will destroy you as it has destroy­ 
ed the people of Russia. 
“Beautiful” Russia 
“I have found th a t if you 
are 
strong you w ill survive, if weak 
you will die. I fight to get away, I 
fight to come to America, I fight 
to get citizenship,” she said. 
Speaking w ith some accent but 
seldom at loss for the right word, 
Mrs. Jeske told 
of 
the 
Russian 
people who, she said, are disillu­ 
sioned, dissatisfied 
and 
unhappy 
under Com m unist domination. 
She traced th e history of Com­ 
munism’s rise from the days fol­ 
lowing the 
Bolshevik 
revolution 
and the end of C zarist rule to the 
present day. 
“They prom ised the 
people 
so 
many beautiful things,” she said. 
Built By Slave Labor 
Under Com m unism , 
however, 
the governm ent becam e 
a 
cruel 
and ruthless m aster. Rebuilding of 
the country w as accompanied by 
destruction 
of 
enem ies—“ 12,000 
W hite Russian arm y officers were 
killed, m achine-gunned and dum p­ 
ed into trenches in the Black Sea 
area where m y fam ily came from .” 
Others by 
th e 
thousands 
were 
forced into lab o r for the govern­ 
ment. 
“Today th ere are new factories 
and buildings and canals. The gov­ 
ernm ent says ‘look w’hat we have 
built,’ but it is not built 
by 
the 
Communists but by the people who 
are sentenced to die. Many people 
have died u n d er 
the 
‘beautiful 
things’ the governm ent did.” 
In 1928 and ’29, when Mrs. Jes-

ke was a young girl, she rem em ­ 
bers that 
whole 
fam ilies 
w ere 
m arched away. C hildren 
strayed 
and became homeless thieves and 
beggars. Then the governm ent es­ 
tablished reform atories to build 
them into “new citizens.” 
Trust No One 
“ Bul what kind of citizens?” she 
questioned. “The bitterness in their 
hearts will be left w hen they learn 
th ” governm ent m arched 
their 
parents off to die in Siberia.” 
Inform ers and spies among the 
Russians, fed on propaganda until 
they cannot tell the real from the 
false, are told by their Com m unist 
leaders: “Come and tell us of w hat 
you see and hear and you will be 
a good citizen and get a nice m ed­ 
al.” 
"You can trust no one in Rus­ 
sia,” Mrs. Jeske said bitterly. 
It was while she was in school 
in 1935 that the children compos­ 
ed a verse ridiculing a 
Russian- 
built icebreaker th at sank in the 
Black Sea. She took home a copy 
of the verse and at 
the 
supper 
table, with guests, the verse was

Duels Outlawed In 
U. S. A Century Ago 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
“coffee end pistols for two” of 
America's early days came into 
dim focus recently when attention 
was directed to Maryland’s law 
prohibiting duels 
The law is a 
sample of scores of obsolete edicts 
that officials contend should be 
wiped from the books of many 
states. 
Wars between nations and blocs 
persist. But sword and pistol duels 
to settle individual differences of 
love, honor, and politics have been 
virutally extinct for a century in 
the Western world, 
where 
they 
once flourished, says the National 
Geographic Society. 
Public opinion in America as­ 
signed such duels to the unenlight­ 
ened past even before some state 
laws of pre-Civil Wai years ruled 
them out officially Ridiculous as­ 
pects attended even the most fa­ 
mous duels. 
Veep Vs. Governor 
Imagine 
a 
carefully pre-ar­ 
ranged pistol duel today between 
the Vice-President of the United 
States and the Governor of New 
York Exactly that transpired be­ 
ride the Hudson River at Weehau- 
ken, N J., in 1804. 


Alexander 
Hamilton, 
New 
York’s governor who had been 
George Washington’s secretary of 
the treasury, was 
killed. 
Vice- 
President Aaron Burr, his op­ 
ponent, was widely denounced for 
the outcome, although the duel had 
been conducted according to the 
rules and customs of the period. 
Or imagine a duel today between 
two top U. S. Navy admirals, re­ 
sulting in the death of one and 
the wounding of the other. Com­ 
modore Stephen Decatur, lionized 
as hero of the campaign against 
the Barbary pirates and of the 
War of 1812, died in 1820 follow­ 
ing a duel at Bladensburg, Mary­ 
land, just northeast of the Nation’s 
Capital. Terms arranged by the 
seconds called for pistols at eight 
paces, the short range being an 
accommodation to Decatur’ near­ 
sighted challenger, 
Commodore 
James Barron. 
Again, imagine two Congress­ 
men, barely acquainted and har­ 
boring no mutual ill will, shoot­ 
ing it out with rifles merely to 
comply with dueling customs. In 
1838, William J. Graves of Ken­ 
tucky, acting as second 
for 
a 
newspaper publisher, 
challenged 


Jonathan Cilley of Maine, because 
of remarks the latter had made in 
a floor debate. 
Newsmen Often Involved 
Exercising Congressional 
im­ 
munity—as is frequently done to­ 
day—Cilley declined the challenge 
on the Constitutional grounds that 
he could not be held responsible 
on the outside for remarks made 
in Congress. Graves, nevertheless, 
felt compelled by romantic cus­ 
tom to regard the refusal as a 
personal insult, 
and 
challenged 
Cilley himself. 
Cilly was mortally wounded on 
the third exchange of shots, and 
dueling was further discredited in 
the public eye. But 
duels 
were 
slow to die out. Newspapermen 
along with lawyers and politicians 
were often involved, and weapons 
ranged from cavalry sabers to 
double barreled shotguns. Under 
the famous Dueling Oaks in New 
Orleans’s City Park, where cof­ 
fee and pistols for two had been 
served ten times on a single Sun­ 
day morning in dueling’s heyday, 
a formal duel between rival news­ 
paper editors occurred as late as 
1889.

suggested a return to the practice 
as a cure for the rash of irrespon­ 
sible statements made under the 
protection of Congressional immu­ 
nity.

Including previous actions, W il­ 
liam s has vetoed tw o bills of the 
“ budget-balancing” tax

as 
a "phoney,” W illiams 
said “I have signed every m easure 
of the revenue 
package 
which 
would produce needed additional 
funds w ithout raiding schools. 
“The only ones I refused to go 
along with are the bills w hich at­ 
tem pt to relieve the sta te ’s finan­ 
cial crisis by w ithdraw ing sales 
taxes from the schools and other 
governm ental units. 
T h at would 
result in higher local tax rates.” 
The governor signed: 
1—A new tax of five m ills per 
dollar of paid up capital surplus 
and unassigned funds of insurance 
companies, excepting 
the 
Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield 
medical 
and hospital care system s. 
2—An increase in th e intangi­ 
ble tax from three per cent to 
three and one half per cent and a 
reduction of the share local gov­ 
ernm ents receive from $11,000,000 
to $9,500,000. 
3— Imposition of an intangible 
tax of four mills per dollar of the 
book value upon the 
stock 
of 
state and national banks and trust 
companies in lieu of the corpora­ 
tion privilege tax 
now 
levied 
against state banks only. 
4—An increase from three to 
three and one half mills in 
the 
corporation privilege tax and ex­ 
tending the tax to public utili­ 
ties. 
/ 
The Governor said his philoso­ 
phy in signing and vetoing por­ 
tions of the GOP tax 
program 
was based on opposition to new 
consumer taxes or “raids” on sales 
tax diversion fundi. 
He said the program, even if all 
parts had been signed, still would 
not meet the .state’s deficit.

Running Away Won’t Erase 
Your Trouble

(Q) “Would I be doing wrong 
by joining the army 
for 
four 
years of foreign service? I have 
been married and have a four- 
year-old daughter. I 
tried 
to 
keep my home together but my 
wife ran off and got a divorce. 
She married again before the ink 
was dry on the divorce papers. 
Since then, she has made life 
hard for me. Every time I meet 
someone nice and have a few 
dates, my ex-w ife gets in touch 
with her and breaks 
up 
our 
friendship. She says she does not 
want me to put 
a 
stepmother 
over her child, and she doesn’t 
want to see me married again. I 
love my child and know she 
needs a mother’s care. My child 
would be well taken care of if 
I went overseas.” 
(A) You will not solve your 
problem by running aw ay from it. 
And, it will certainly be hard on 
your child to have both of her 
parents desert her, even if you 
arrange for her to have good care 
during your absence. 
There are other m en in a posi­ 
tion to fight for their country and 
do not have the hom e responsibili­ 
ties you have. Unless the w ar situ­ 
ation becomes w orse than it is 
now, your daughter needs you 
m ore than your country does.

700 miles of the Muddy Mo’s 2,500- 
mile course.

Disking Helps 
Reseed Trees 


Disking, which is becoming an 
accepted pracrtice 
among 
some 
managers of pulpwood lands in the 
Lake States to promote gie regen­ 
eration of aspen stands, may also 
promote the seeding in of other 
species, reports J. H. Stoeckeler, 
forester in charge of the Northern 
Lakes Forest Research Center at 
Rhinelander, Wisconsin. 
An excellent example of such 
natural seeding was 
noted 
last 
year in a cooperative study made 
by the center on 
the 
industrial 
forest of the Rhinelander Paper 
Company. The disking was done 
in August 1950 in a thin, patchy 
stand of balsamr fir 
and 
paper 
birch. A year lately a stand of 307,- 
900 new seedlings per acre was 
observed in the strips churned up 
by the disk. Of these, 288,600 were 
paper birch, 14,100 were balsam 
fir, 3,900 were red maple, 1,200 
aspen, and IOO were spruce. Al­ 
most no seedlings came in on the 
undisked area. 
Rather heavy mortality is to be 
expected, says Stoeckeler, and is 
needed to thin out the seedlings. 
Heavy deer browsing is anticipat­ 
ed and is hoped for to reduce the 
ratio of birch to balsam fir, which 
is the more favored 
these spe­ 
cies for pulpwood. , 
This 
natural 
reseeding, 
says 
Stoeckeler, was successful because 
of the combination of a bumper 
seed crop, adequate numbers of 
seed-bearing trees, the exposure 
of mineral 
soil 
shortly 
before 
seed fall, and abundant rain in 
the first growing season.

Woodland Can Be 
Asset To Farmer 
Farmers can make a substantial 
income from second-growth wood­ 
lands if they give them good man­ 
agement, according to F. R. Long­ 
wood, forester at the Upper Penin­ 
sula 
Experimental 
Forest 
at 
Dukes, Michigan. As 
proof, 
ho 
cites the results of five years of 
partial cutting on a 40-acre wood­ 
lot at the forest. This cutting pro­ 
duced a net return of $1,520, for an 
average wage to its farmer-oper- 
ator of $1.28 an hour. 
The tract, which is mostly sugar 
^maple, was logged over about 40 
years ago. It was divided into 5 
sections of 8 acres each, and an 
improvement cutting was made on 
each section during the past five 
years. Removed were many rem­ 
nants left in the former logging, 
some younger trees of poor form 
and quality, and a small volume of 
m ature balsam fir and spruces. 
The harvest per acre averaged 
343 board feet of sawlogs, 1.42 
cords of chemical bolts, 1.16 cords 
of chemical wood, and I cord of 
pulpwood. 
Each acre 
provided 
approxi­ 
m ately 6 hours of labor annually. 
On this basis, Longwood estimates, 
approximately 350 acres of second 
growth timber of this type would 
provide one full 
man-year 
of 
labor, paying $9.12 per acre or al­ 
most $3,200.

Aspen Should Be 
Thinned Early 


Bxperiments in thinning ll and 
20-year old stands of aspen, car­ 
ried on by the Lake States For­ 
est Experiment Station in north­ 
ern Minnesota, show that thinning 
at the earlier age is cheaper and 
more effective. 
In the 11-year-old stand, thin­ 
ning removed all except from 600 
to OOO of the best trees per acre. 
In the 20-year-old stand, thinning 
removed only the trees that were 
interfering 
with 
selected 
crop 
trees. These were large enough so 
that they had to be cut with axes. 
As a result more time was re­ 
quired to thin the older stand ev­ 
en though far fewer stems were 
cut (288 as against 2,115 in the 
younger stand). Thinning of the 
younger stand required only 11.2 
man-hours labor per acre, while 
that in the 20-year-old stand re­ 


quired 16.8 hours. 
Miron L. Heinselman, station 
forester who compiled the data 
on these experiments, points out 
that in addition to the saving in 
labor cost, the 
earlier 
thinning 
gave the stand IO additional years 
in which to respond to manage­ 
ment. 
According to Heinselman. the 
project also indicated a need for 
a special tool for thinning small 
aspen. Several types 
of 
brush 
knives were used in thinning the 
younger stand, but, while all were 
superior to axes, none proved en­ 
tirely satisfactory.

When I was catapulted into the 
m anagem ent of the Consolidated 
Lum ber Company in 1913 it was a 
pretty sick “baby” .

Bank of Com m erce in Detroit h id 
just protested a $15,000.00 note; we 
had lost the goodwill and respect 
of the old crowd and our custom ­ 
ers. 
We owed $273,926.34 to banks 
and on open accounts, much of 
which was past due. 
Besides that 
we owed Weston and Edw ard Hines 
$180,000.00 for cash advances on 
lum ber which was not being deliv­ 
ered according to contract either in 
quantity or quality; 
in fact, on 
August 1st we only had about 25% 
of the lum ber called for in pile; 
the mill crews w ere nervous and 
edgy and had no confidence in the 
new forem an. Accidents and break­ 
downs were frequent and the mill 
was cutting only 70% of norm al ca­ 
pacity, and the first installm ent 
($50,000.00) of our bonds w as-due 
in less than 90 days. 
The general 
opinion was that receivership was 
inevitable and was only a couple 
of weeks off. 
Quick Gives Advice 
It was late in the evening when 
the em ergency m eeting of the di­ 
rectors closed. 
We arranged with 
Mr. Joy, president of the National 
Bank of Comm erce, to extend the 
protested note for 30 days.

next m orning I went to Mr. M. H. 
Quick and said, “ Mr. Quick, I don’t 
have to tell you about the fix we’re 
in. I wish you would go down to the 
mill with me and tell me exactly 
what you would do in this situa­ 
tion” .

He said, “ Will, I’ll be glad to tell 
you w hat I would do, and we don’t 
need to go down to the mill. 
I 
would stop using that new horizon­ 
tal re-saw which is degrading a lot 
of your good pine lum ber; put the 
vertical re-saw. (which had fortu­ 
nately been left in position), back 
in com m ission; give ‘D rell’ Carr 
his old job as band saw yer, and I 


$20,000.00. 
This shortened the dis­ 
tance and save the city the expense 
of building over a mile of intake.
